Pennsylvania farm equipment needs 
with an eye toward obtaining pri­ 
orities for meeting them. 
The survey, disclosed by the De­ 
partm ent of Agricultural^ state de­ 
fense board began this week in con­ 
nection with another canvass to de­ 
termine what pan state farmers can 
play in the nation’s 1942 "food for 
freedom” program. 
Both are ex­ 
pected to be completed in several 
weeks. 
Check Old Machinery 
"Farmers are being asked to check 
their old machinery, order necessary 
parts immediately and notify their 
county defense boards if parts or 
new equipment cannot be obtained,” 
explained James E. Walker, chair­ 
man of the State Agricultural De­ 
fense board. 
Tile state canvass, to be extended 
to every farm through county Agri­ 
cultural Defense Board representa­ 
tives, Is part of a nationwide survey, 
Walker said. 
Upon its completion, 
the Federal Department of Agricul­ 
ture will try to obtain government 
priorities for filling the machinery 
needs. 
"The whole survey,” said Walker. 
"is designed to help farmers meet 
the prospective reduction in new 
farm machinery in 1942 to make 
steel 
available for other defense 
needs." 
Farmers throughout the nation are 
being contacted under the "food 
for-freedom’’ program to determine 
what they can do toward adjusting 
production next year to meet vital 
food needs. 
Increases 
in dairy, 
poultry and pork products have been 
listed as the principal farm goals. 
Ta Interview Fanners 
Walker said the county defense 
board representatives would inter­ 
view each farmer to determine his 
milk and egg production in 1941. 
number of beef cattle and hogs 
marketed 
and 
slaughtered 
and 
acreage of farm gardens, beans, feed 
grains, hay and pasturage under 
cultivation this year. 
Estimates of the Individual farm ­ 
er’s intended production of these 
commodities in 1942 also will be 
gathered and the farmers then will 
be asked to agree to cooperate in 
the 1942 farm defense program by 
adjusting his production to tile na 
tion’s needs 
These agreements. 
Walker explained, "are merely a 
voluntary pledge on tile part of the 
farmer to cooperate in the food 
production program. 
"There will be no compulsion ex­ 
erted on tile farmer to participate. 
If he does, and then falls to produce 
what he estimated he could produce 
In 1942, there will be no fines or 
penalties imposed on him." 
Pennsylvania's role in the in 
creased food production will be con 
fined principally to dairy and pool 
try products and Walker explained: 
Milk and Eft Ii»crra*r* 
"We’re going to try to bring about 
tile necessary increases in milk and 
eggs by advising adoption of better 
poultry and dairy practices rattier 
than have the farmers make any 
great outlay of cash to increase their 
present stocks." 
State Secretary of 
Agriculture 
John H. Light disclosed, meantime, 
that Pennsylvania’s milk produc­ 
tion per cow averaged 17 3 pounds 
last month "in spite of the fact 
that pastures declined rapidly due 
lo the extreme hot wen tiler and the 
lack of adequate moisture."

voting was the first under an amend­ 
ment passed by the last legislature, 
boosting the required number of 
petitioners

referendum 
from 5 to 20 per cent of the highest 
number of votes cast for any candi­ 
date in the last election 
As originally introduced by Rep. 
John M. O'Brien 
(D-Phila), the 
movie amendment fixed the percent­ 
age of voters as 51. This was sliced 
to 35 per cent in the House and 
further cut to 21 per cent in the 
Senate. 
Proponents of the change com­ 
prised on the percentage but stuck 
to the provision to hold the refer­ 
enda at the November election in­ 
stead of the primaries. 
Dr. William B. Forney, of Phila­ 
delphia, general secretary of the 
Lord's Day Alliance of Pennsylvania, 
said the amendment was passed so 
late in the session that communities 
found it difficult to prepare peti­ 
tions. This, he added, was respon- 
sibie-for the small number of places 
voting on the question.

Unofficial complete returns gave Republican William Kreisher a lead 
of only 16 votes over hts democratic opponent. Hervey B Smith, in the 
Columbia-Montour district and election officials said the votes of 29 men 
serving with the nation’s armed forces may decide the race.
